SCHOOL LAWS WILL 
GET OVERHAULING 


Edmonton, March 28—School af- 
fairs in Alberta are to be before the 
government in the immediate future, 
according to Hon. Perren Baker, min- 
ister of education. A revision of the 
School Act, as already announced by 
Premier Brownlee, is on the program 
for the coming year and will be ready 
for the next regular session of the 
legislature. To that end the govern- 
ment will presently be addresing it: 
self to its educational policy, since a 
complete overhauling of the school 
system in the province is likely to be 
involved. 

Mr. Baker says that there is al- 
ready on file in his department a 
mass cf information and data bearing 
on school administration and educa- 
tional problems, such as Alberta will 
now be called upon to deal with, and 
no additional surveys or investiga- 
tions are anticipated. But the actual 
working out of a scheme will con- 
stitute one of the big items on the gov- 
eroment’s docket during the coming 
montks,

HOW TO PROMOTE IMMIGRATION 


Editor Albertan: The Grain Grow- 
ers’ Guide of February 16 showed the 
picture of a 12-horse team, with one 
driver and two men, harvesting, 
threshing and bagging grain at the 
rate of 30 acres per Way at u cost of 70 
cents per acre (using more horse- 
power and less manpower), as against 
$4 per acre in the old way. 

With the 69-horse team illustrated 
by the Grain Growers’ Guide some 
months ago, handled by, one driver 
with two mounted outriders who 
cracked the whip over the slow or lazy 
animals, made the saving cost con- 
siderably greater than that of accom- 
plishing as much proportionately with 
one manpower as five manpower. in 
the old way, and in some operations 
one man does what 10 men used to do. 

As compared with the manpower 
used this season to seed and harvest 
the western crop of 600 million biush- 
els, new methods will inside of 10 
years enable that’ same manpower to 
seed and Harvest 2,000,000,000 bushels,

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Finds Taxes 
High in U.S. 


Dear Prionds-— 


As wo have beon about five months 


in the atate of Iowa, and shortly will 
proceed to the const, we thought we 
would drop you a few lines to let you 
Know about the conditions of the 
country in general. First about the 
weather. It has been very nice for 
the past two weeks, haying been as 
high as 83 in the shade, but today we 
had a nice rain, and tonight it is freez- 
ing a little. The farmers are all busy 
rakings burning and discing corn 
stdlks. Some have seeded oats, and 
some are plowing for corn, a few pota- 
toes have also been planted. We find 
that most people are renters on the 
farms and are paying from $8.00 to 
$11.00 per acre for rent. They seem 
to get a fair living out of it, and a fow 
are making some money. Corn is 
high, from 80c to 90c, wheat about 
$1.30, oats 70c, cattle, steers top price 
15c, hogs, top, $8.30, dairy butter 40c, 
eges, 25c per dozen, 

Temperance, or prohibition, seoms 
to be a failure, as a great deal of 
money is spent for enforcing the act. 
A great many people make their home 
brew, and bootleggers keep the people 
supplied with the hard stuff. 

A couple of weeks ago an illicit still 
was found in Omaha that had a capac- 
ity of 500 gallons per day. 

Work seems to be plentiful now, as 
practically all manufacturing plants 
have started to work. Building has 
been going on all winter here, and 
some buildings that were started last 
fall are now completed; farm laborers 
are getting from $50 to $65 per month. 

Farm lands are worth from $100 to 
$175 per acre, but personally, I do not 
see how land can be worth more than 
$100 per acre, as upkeep is high, es- 
pecially lumber, and taxes are from 
$1.50 to $4.00 per acre. Everything is 
taxed here, excepting the wife and 
children. ~ 

A great deal of money is expended 
on the public highways, most roads 
here will be made out af concrete. 
The gravelled roads do not seem to be 
satisfactory, as the upkeep is too high. 
For two years they have to continu- 
ously keep working the gravel to the 
center of the road, and then finally 
holes will work into the roads, and 
they say that it is almost impossible 
from then on to keep them in proper 
condition. Nebraska’s roads have in- 
creased in maintaining cost from a 
little over $1,000,000 in 1925, to nearly 
$3,000,000 in 1927, so that ‘concrete 
roads are higher in the first place, but 
cheaper in the long run. I write you 
this 80 that your government can 
profit by not following the old method. 

Well, if weather conditions are 
right, we will start on our journey to 
the coast. We will take the southern 
route, which will take ‘us through 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, 
and California. From there westward 
to Oregon, Washjngton, British ‘Colum- 
bia, perhaps Alberta, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and back to Omaha, 
Nebraska.

PROVINCE MAY LAUNCH 
INTO POWER SCHEME IN 

FUTURE, HINTS PREMIER 


If at some future date the provincial 
goyernment should contemplate em- 
barking ‘on a policy of hydro-electric 
development, it wishes to-be in a posi- 
tion to do so, and for this reason im- 
portant -amendments are being made 
to the Public Utilities Act designed to 
safeguard the interests of the gov- 
ernment, This was the effect of a 
statement made by Premier Brownlee 
to the legislature. 

The premier’s statement resulted in 
the whole question of power develop-

ing to the interpretation given them 
by the premier, clearly provide that no 
two parties can contract in the matter 
of power rights to exclude the rights 
of the crown. A_ person peeking a 
power franchise or: wp Pilege «must 
satisfy the Public Utilities Board that 
the scheme for. the supply of power is 
reasonable and sufficient, having re- 
gard to the, general circumstances. 


The amendments will clothe the 
Utilities Board with power to say to 
what extent municipalities can. make 
power contracts. The Board can also 
dethand that a general power scheme 
for the development of an area be sub- 
mitted and until such general scheme 
is submitted can refuse a power fran- 
chise. : 
Mr. Brownlee stressed the fact that 
the government is anxious to protect 
itself in the matter of water sites on 
the Bow River and other’ possible 
power projects, in the event that it 
should at some future date reach a 
decision to embark on a program of 
power development. He pointed out 
that the law is that two parties can- 
not enter into a contract which would 
interfere with the crown, but it was 
necessary now to put this into con- 
crete form. Unless provision is made 
it might be said at some future date 
by the power companies already in the 
field that the government was arbit- 
arily enforcing the rights of the crown. 

In the power situation in the prov- 
ince at the present time, and the 
scramble for franchises now going on 
there was grave danger of unnatural 
and unhealthy competition that would 
tbe uneconomical. As an instance of 
the danger the premier pointed to the 
situation in regard to the towns of 
Raymond’ and Magrath in the south- 
ern part of the province. Although 
these towns lie only a few miles apart 
one power company had secured a 
franchise in one town and another 
power company had entered the field 
in the other, This kind of competition 
was undesirable and the amendment 
proposing that power companies must 
submit a scheme for a whole area 
would give the public utilities board 
power to deal with a situation of this 
kind. 

‘Captain J. T. Shaw, Liberal leader, 
agrcod with the premier’s statement 
thet the present scramble for power 
franchises by two companies is unde- 
sirable and that steps must be taken 
to control the situation. He thought 
the government might undertake an 
investigaticn in regard to power from 
the standpoint of the individual farm- 
er, so that the agriculturist might 
know if he will at.'some time be in a 
position to carry on his work assisted 
by power. ‘Captain Shaw asked the

INCOME TAX RETURNS 
DUE BY APRIL 30TH 


Every year brings changes in the 
income Tax Act with the result that 
few people are certain as to what the 
‘exemptions are or even what the rate 
of tax is. This year the government 
has decided to make a. second reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent, from the amount 
of tax otherwise payable. That is to 
say, 20 per cent., or one-fifth of the 
tax calculated to be due, according 


to the rates in force should be deduct- 


ed in making payment. 


The exemption for a married person 
will be $3,000 and for an unmarried 
person $1,500. However, where a 
husband and wife each have separate 
incomes in excess of 31,500 exemption 
is allowed to each only on the first 
$1,500. Dependent children under the 
age of 21 are allowed exemption on 
$500. ; 

The rate of tax is graded as follows: 


2 per cent on the first $2,000 of net 
income or any portion thereof, in ex- 
cess of exemptions, 3 per cent. on 
the next $1,000 and so on, rising 1 per 
cent for each additional $1,000 or any 
portion thereof. 


“Returns will bé required to tbe filled 
out not later than April 30th, and tax- 
payers have the option of making pay- 
ment of one-fourth’ of the amount due 
when filing returns and one-fourth 
plus interest every two months there- 
after, 

A supply of forms for 1927 has been 
issued to every post office and may 
be obtained by all persons wantin 
them. :

STERILIZATION OF DAIRY 
UTENSILS ON THE FARM 


Of the -various sources of contamin- 
ation to which milk is subject, the 
dairy utensils have been definitely es- 
tablished as one of the most serious, 
capable of contributing a high percent- 
age of the bacteria found in milk, 
Consequently the sterilization of cans, 
pails or other containers cannot be 
neglected if milk containing few bac- 
teria is to be produced. Thorough 
cleaning is essential, but in itself is 
insufficient. Steps must be taken to 
destroy as many as possible of the 
‘bacteria still remaining, if the keep- 
ing quality of milk is to be improved. 

For sterilization, steam under pres- 
sure, the most satisfactory agent, is 
seldom available. In its absence, a 
sufficient quantity of boiling water 
gives good results. Pails, strainers, 
etc, after washing are scalded by 
pouring a pint of boiling water over 
the entire inner surface; cans are best 
treated by pouring in a quart of boil- 
ing water, replacing ‘the lid, and roll- 
ing the can along the floor to ensure 
thorough scalding of the inner  sur-

Just about seven hundred years ago, 
King Alexander Second of Scotland, 
nade a law ,which read in part: “if 
thy tenant puts weeds on thy land and 
will not clean it, he shall be hanged.”

In most cases the cost of registered 
seed will be many times repaid by in- 
creased yfeld. If a farmer would seed 
a small plot of new clean land with it 
and thresh it carefully with clean ma- 
chinery and racks, and see that all 
horses are eating chopped grain, and 
keep the grain in clean sacks, using 
every possible care all through, he 
would have clean sded for himself,

Hon. Mr. Lemieux called the old meth- 
od of appointment “the infernal 
patronage system”; Mr. Lapointe said

should go to merit and never to in- 
fluence.” The Prime Minister, then 
leader of the Opposition said “I stand 
strongly for the merit principle and 
promotion on the basis of merit.”

ment came into office in 1921 and since 
then has passed no less than fifty 
Orders-in-Council exempting certain 
positions from the operation of the 
Civil Service Act. So that, under these 
exemptions there are over 18,000 posi- 
tions restored to patronage. Included 
in this number are the staffs of three 
“War” Departments which were ex- 
pected at the time of organization to 
be temporary, but which have since 
been made permanent. These are the 
Income Tax Branch, the Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment and 


Vancouver.—The first radio tele- 
phone conversation between Van- 
couver and Great Britain took place 
on Thursday, March 8th, when a 
member of a local business firm 
talked to a representative of the 
firm in London.

the University of Alberta has just 
completed a 365 day R.O.P. test, dur- 
ing which she produced 15,428 pounds 
of milk with an average test of 4.3 
per cent, making a total of 664 pounds 
of butterfat. This record places her 
sixth highest in Canada in point of 
butterfat production for Shorthorn 
cows. The record: was made during 
her fourth lactation period and the 
cow had never been hand-milked until 
the commencement of the test just 
completed. 

Her record for production is more re- 
markable from the fact that this cow 
is the mother of the steer 
U.A.” which was grand champion at 
the Toronto Royal Fair and champion 
Shorthorn steer at the Chicago Inter- 
national in 1927. 


Agricultural Department Expenditures 
Justified 

The statement made during the re- 
cent Session of the Legislature that 
there -is an increase of 35 per cent in 
the estimates of the Department of 
Agriculture for 1928-29 over the ex- 
penditures for 1924 is not borne out 
by the facts, it is pointed out by Hon. 
George Hoadley. It is true that the 
estimated expenditure of $741,444 
shows an increase of 34.73 per cent 
over the figures $550,287.24, the ex- 
penditures from the 1924 votes, which, 
however, only represents a portion of 
the true expenditure for that year. In 
1924 the Department of Agriculture 
expended a sum of $61,005.85 from the 
Dominion. Government Grant for Agri- 
cultural iJInstruction Aid, a source 
which is not now available. These ex- 
penditures brought the 1924 total to 
$611,293.09. 


C.P.R. to Complete Line Into Edmon.-

Completion of the C.P.R. Cutknife-

IN SOUTHERN ALBERTA 

Calgary, March 31.—Big’'floods sur- 
passing anything in the memory of old- 
timers have caused the breakdown of 
telegraph and’ telephone communica- 
tions and done considerable damage in 
the district of Cessford. On‘ account 
of washouts the railway service has 
been abandoned. Berry Creek, south 
of Hanna, which enters the Red Deer 
river near Brooks, flooded, destroying 
a privately owned dam which was 
used to store a large body of water for 
irrigation purposes. The floods were 
caused iby unusual warm weather 
which melted the snow in all the 
coulees and draws feeding Berry 
creek. Water rose to an abnormal 
height, practically filling the valley 
from bank to bank.
